Franchise Ordinances to Be 
Taken Up on Jan. 5 by the 


Council as Committee 
of the Whole. 


SESSIONS WILL BE OPEN. 


_| Effort of Ald. Cullerton to Pre- 


vent Roll Calls at the Meet- 
ing Defeated by Big 
‘Majority. 


The city council last evening voted to go 
Into committee of the whole next Friday 
morning to consider the traction franchise 
ordinances. It also adopted the following 
rules for the conduct of that committee: 

Its sessions are to be as open as those of the 
city council. 

A roll call will be allowed on all motions when 
five or more members ask for it. 

Ald. Werno, as chairman of the committee o 


local transportation, is to act as chairman of the 
committee. 


The debate wae on the question of allow 
ing roll calls in the committee meetings. Ald, 
Cullerton favored the old practice of allow- 
ing the chairman to gavel through all mo- 
tions, but he was beaten by a vote of 47 to 
21. Both the friends of the mayor and his 
opponents on the municipal ownership prop- 
osition united to beat the Cullerton motion. 

As a new feature in the general traction 
problem in Chicago, Ald. Potter introduced 
a resolution looking to compelling the IIIi- 
nois Central railway within three years to 
substitute electricity for steam in the 
handling of ite suburban traffic, It is based 
on thé ground the present methods of the 
company constitute on the lake front a pub- 
lic nuisance which should be abated. 


Cullerton Starts the Fun. 


On the main question of the traction ordi- | 


nances Ald. Werno called up a resolution 
that the next meeting of the council be held 
at 10 o’clock Friday morning, and explained 
it was for the purpose of having the body go 


“into committee of the whole to take up and 


debate the traction franchise ordinances. 

“I have a substitute,” shouted “Ald. Cul- 
lerton, and then the fun began. 

The Cullerton substitute was a motion to 
reconsider the Foreman resolution of Oct.

Ald. Cullerton had more to say in tae same 
line, insisting that if a roll call was ever had 
in committee of the whole on the ordinances 
and a majority was found in favor of them, 
the ordinances would be passed then and 
there. Quite a number of ardent advocates 
of immediate municipal ownership were in 
the galleries and they seemed to think there 
was something inthe plea. They applauded 
the Cullerten speech vigorously and Ald 
Moynihan got up to second it. He missed 
the Cullerton point somewhat, however, in- 
aisting he could not support the ordinances 
in their present form and wanted a chance 
to get a roll call on the amendments he would 
offer.

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Decatur’s Defense a Curious Tan- 
gle of Contradictions. 


HE DENIES HAZING VICTIMS. 


Admits Being Present When Church 
Was Put Through Stunts. 


Annapolis, Md, Jan. 2.—The defense of | 


Midshipman Stephen Decatur Jr. in the 
charges of hazing which closed late this 
afternoon led the naval court martial through 
such a curious tangle of contradictions 
that hardly a statement made by any of 
the numerous witnesses of the day stands 
corroborated by his fellows. 

Decatur himself appearing in his own be- 
half at the end of the session, did not clear up 
any of the points involved, upon which hang 
his guilt or innocence. 

He first was asked if he knew Isaac N. 
McCrary, one of the fourth classmen whom 
he is charged with hazing and replied: 

“IT may have seen him before the trial, but 
have no recollection of it. I may have heard 
hie name, but do not recall it.“ 


Specificially Denies Charges. 

He then was asked if he remembered being 
in his room after dinner on the afternoon 
when the pictures of the cadet and petty 
officers were taken, this being the day on 
which McCrary said Decatur had hased him. 
He said that he did, and then was asked by 


whether or not he had done any of the things 
there stated. To every one of these quesa- 
tions his answer was: 

“I did not.” 

Finally he was asked if he had ever hazed 
either McCrary, Gaylord, or Church, and his 
answer was a positive negative. 

The cross examination brought from De- 
eatur. the admission that he had ordered 
Church to report to his room and that some 
one there had compelled the under classman 
to perform No. 16.” 

As Decatur was the ranking cadet officer 
present, the prosecution will contend that 
this fact is sufficient to fix the offense of 
hazing on him. The defense contends that 
under the charge, as well as t..e act of 1874, 
the mere countenancing of or allowing hazing 
is insufficient and that active participation 
must be proved. 


Hungarian Band at His Beck. 

Decatur was asked if he ever had seen the 
“Hungarian band.” He said that he had. 
and that it was an organization of fourth | 
class men who sang and played the banjo for 
upper class men. He admitted that they had 
performed in his room twice. The judge ad- 
vocate is understood to have information that 
McCrary belonged to this organization, but 
Decatur said that the only member of it he 
remembered was Bennett. 

It is understood that the organization is 
one of the creations of the hazing system 
which the court of inquiry has discovered, 
and that quite a number of the upper class 
men may be compelled to face charges based 
on the band’s compulsory concerts. The 
under class men, who compose it, sing aad 
play on the banjo for the entertainment of 


any upper clase men who order it. | 
On bros examination tn regard to Me-

Crary’s case, Decatur was asked by the 
judge advocate if he remembered anything 
about his actions on the different days in 
November, naming them. He remembered 
that one was a Sunday and another Thanks- 
giving day, but to all the others said: 

I don’t know, sir.“ 


Disagree on Pertinent Points. 


Whether or not the sound of standing on 
one’s head, as it is practiced at the Naval 
academy, can be recognized by a person in 
an adjoining room, proved to be the most dis- 
puted point in the evidence. A number of 
midshipmen testified that they were in De- 
eatur’s room the day thet McCrary had said 
Decatur had hazed him and that they had 
seen no fourth-class men there. Others testi- 
fied tht under classmen were in the room. 

Efforts were made on all the cross examine- 
tions to show that the midshipmen were not 
there the whole time that Decatur was, and 
also that a victim might be doing his stunts 
in the closet and the witnesses not have seen 
it. Some of the midshipmen were confident 
that they would have seen the incident had 
they taken place and that the noise made by 
the shuffling of the feet of the underclass- 
man when standing on his head would have 
been heard and recognized by them. Others 
were not. 

It was brought out successfully by the 
judge advocate, however, that Decatur had 
his picture taken in one group or another on 
two or three occasions. This was of much 
importance, as the defense are attempting to 
disprove McCrary’s statement that he was 
hazed by Decatur after dinner on the day 
when the latter had his picture taken in a 
group of other midshipmen. 


Directly Contradicts Fellows. 


The most interesting testimony next to 
that of Decatur was given by Midshipman F. 
B. Marzoni of Florida, who is also under 
charges for hazing, and will be tried shortly. 
Marzoni was the first witness other than the 
fourth classmen to state that any fourth 
classmen were in the room with Decatur, and 
in that particular his testimony corroborated 
that of Midshipman Church. 

He said that while he was in Decatur’s room 
Church had come in and had been told to do 
“No, 16 in. the closet and afterward had 
been told to stop. He could not remember 
who had given the order, but was positive 
it was not Decatur. 

His evidence was in strong contradiction 
to other evidence produced by the defense, as 
he said that a person could easily be in the 
closet undergoing hazing and not be seen, 
while most of the others said that if a per- 
son had been hazed in the closet while they 
were in the room they would certainly have 
seen him. 

Marzoni mentioned Midshipmen Graves and 
Lowe of the first class, and Cox, Nagle, and 
Keller of the second as being in the room 
during the hazing of Church. The first two 
named will also be tried for hazing shortly, 
it is understood. 


Church Weak in the Knees. 


Midehipmen George A. Trevor and Robert 
E. Thornton, both fourth class men, testified 
that on Sunday last Church had seid that 
the more he thought of it the more unwill- 
Ing he was to swear that Decatur was the 
one who had hazed him. This is a violation 
of orders, ae all the witnesses are warned 
not to converse about their testimony. 

Midshipman Charles S. Keller said that he 
remembered the day the photograph of the 
petty officers was taken and that he had 
been in Decatur’s room after dinner. He 
testified that a number of midshipmen were 
there and that one of them wae Decatur. 
The latter statement was evidently a surprise 
to the defense, as it corroborated the prose- 
cution’s testimony. 

The prosécution, it is understood, will in- 
troduce several witnesses in rebuttal It is 
probable that the case will go to the court 
tomorrov.

Mrs. Yerkes was greatly affected during the 
reading of the will.

tees. 

Charles E. Yerkes and Mrs. Rondinella 
joined with their stepmother in expressing 
satisfaction over the provisions. 

There is absolutely no likelihood,” said 
Mr. Knight, of there being litigation over 
the will.

He has done rightly by his family and he 
has established what will be undoubtedly 
the most magnificent hospital in the United

Tonight, after a dinner at which were pres- 
ent Mr. Knight, Mr. Owsley, and the mem- 
bers of the family, there was a family coun- 
cil held. The will Was discussed and fur- 
ther explained by Mr. Knight. He leaves 
tomorrow afternoon for Chicago to file the 
will for probate.

Ilm LOSES LAST TRICK 


USELESS $250,000 CHECK YERKES’ 
LAST GIFT, IS REPORT. 


Sensational Meeting Between Wife 
and Miss Grigsby at Door of Death 
Chamber Is Described—Incident in 
Girl's Life in London When Dance 
Shocked Party Recalled — Home 
Built for Her Is Marvel of Art and 
Beauty. 


New York, Jan. 2.— [Special. Although 
Emilie Grigsby does not figure as a bene- 
ficiary in the will of Charies T. Yerkes, it is 
said on high authority that one of the last 
conscious acts of the dying millionaire was 
to sign a check for a large amount in her 
favor. The amount is believed to have been 
$250,000. 

Mr. Yerkes drew this check a few days be- 
fore his death and personally handed it to 
Miss Grigsby, who daily was at the Waldorf- 
Astoria in close attendance at his side. There 
dg reason to believe that the Grigsby girl will 
not profit by this last gift. Mr. Yerkes dated 
the check ahead. 

As he lay mortally il) in his room at the 
Waldorf, Miss Grigsby went to him, day 


after day, and shared in the work of the/ 


professional nurses at his bedside. No one 
knows what passed between them in several: 
long talks. There are hints that the traction 
man had decided to break with her, and so 
dated the check ahead, intending to stop 
payment in the event of his recovery, and 
calcwlating, further, that if he died the check 
would be valueless. 

The exact date used in the check is: not 
known, but the check itself was handed to 
Emilie Grigsby by Yerkes himself three days 
before his death. 


Wife and Girl Meet Once. 

The Grigsby girl saw Yerkes only once 
again. On that occasion she was in the room 
when Mrs. Yerkes, yielding to the per- 
suasions of her stepson, called at the hotel. 
She was not expected at that hour and there 
was no chance for Emilie Grigsby to avoid 
a meeting with the wife. The two women 
met face to face at the door of the dying 
man’s room. ö 

Emilie Grigsby had attempted a hasty 
flight, but was a second too late. The de- 
tails of the scene that followed have been 
carefully guarded from publicity. But that 
there was a scene is undeniable. 

It is known that Mrs. Yerkes, infuriated 
at the sight of the girl, did not permit her to 
escape. The voices of the women were 
heard in the sick room, and the nurses inter- 
fered. 

Many guests of the hotel heard the uproar 
and hurried from their rooms to seek the 
cause. Finally the hotel detectives were 
summoned and Emilie Grigsby was escorted 
to her waiting carriage. It was her fare- 
well to Charles T. Yerkes. 


Talk of Six Other Wills. 


As to the possibilities of a legal battle over 
the Yerkes estate, several lawyers informed 
er 1 facts predict serious complications. 

e of these. men flatly denies the state- 
ment made by Clarence A. Knight, the Chi- 
cago lawyer and custodian of the will, made 
public today, that it is the only Yerkes will 
in existence. 

“To my personal knowledge,“ said this 
lawyer tonight, Charles T. Yerkes signed 
six wills, and all of them are in existence.” 

Americans who are familiar with the social 
life and private affairs of the late Charles 
T. Yerkes remember a visit to London about 
the year 1901 of Miss Emilie Grigsby. She 
was chaperoned by Mrs. Dunlap Hopkins, a 
well known New York woman, president of - 


the Woman’s School of Needlework. She 4 


took a quiet but charming suite of rooms 
near Berkeley square and at onee began to 
attract much notice by reason of her pecul- 
larly fascinating appearance. 

Miss Grigsby gave, under the wise sur- 
velllance of Mrs. Dunlap Hopkins, two or 
three sedate dinnegs. She Wo seen fre- 
quently, accompanied by her chaperon, at 
the Carlton and Savoy. Once or twice she 
was visited by Yerkes. 


One of Miss Grigsby’s Breaks. 
When the weather grew warm Miss Grigs- 
by took a Tittle house at Maidenhead, on the 


American hospitality was dispensed to all 
visitors. At the Chalet Yerkes was a fre- 
q@ent visitor. One day she was invited with 
her chaperon to take luncheon at the famous 
house of W. H. Grenfell, Taplow court, near 
Maidenhead. Miss Grigsby was peculiarly 
radiant and gay, and in conversation was 
most sprightly. |

Chaperone Chicagoan’s Daughter. 

Mrs. Dunlap Hopkins is best known to the 
present generation of New Yorkers as the 
founder of the New York School of Applied 
Design for Women. Mrs. Hopkins was the 
daughter of George L. Dunlap, a well known 
operator on the Chicago board of trade. Her 
marriage to Amos Lawrence Hopkins, the 
close associate of Jay Gould in his railroad 
interests, occurred in 1879. Differences arose 
and in 1886 Mrs. Hopkins brought suit against 
him on statutory grounds. 

Through his counsel, Dillon and Swayne, 
Hopkins denied the charge, and Mrs. Hop- 
kins later went to Chicago to live with her 
father. The suit then was dropped in the 
New York courts, but later Mrs. Hopkins 
got a divorce in San Francisco. 


It was in 1892 that Mrs. Dunlap Hopkins. 


as she then became known, established the 
School of Applied Design. Princess Christian 
became a patroness, and at her invitation 
Mrs. Hopkins crossed to England, and before 
the lord mayor of London and other notables 
spoke of the scope of the school so eloquently 
that she assisted at the founding of another 
in the British capital. Her prestige natural- 
ly was increased largely. 


Mrs. Hopkins Recalls Girl. 


Mrs. Dunlap Hopkins, at her home in St. 
Paul, 34 East Thirty-second street, tonight 
told of her meeting Miss Emilie Grigsby. 

It was about five years ago,“ she said. 
„Some one whom I don’t remember, but of 
unimpeachable social standing in this city, 
introduced me to Miss Grigsby. The girl to 
me was a poem. I think she was the most 
beautiful woman I ever saw. Her eyes were 
brown. Her hair had the reddish gleam of 
gold. Her face sad in expression; her com- 
plexion like alabaster. Her form was beau- 
tiful. 

Tou have no idea how surprised I am at 
the revelations that have been made about 
her, but I do not believe them yet. At least 
I am going to think she is what I have always 
thought she was since our first meeting.“ 

Mrs. Hopkins added that almost from the 
first meeting with Miss Grigsby she said that 
she had a fortune in her own right; that 
Charles T. Yerkes was acting as sort of guar- 
dian for her. a 

Often at her home on Park avenue in 
this city.“ Mrs. Hopkins added, I have seen 
letters on Emilie’s desk which she carelessly 
picked up and said, with her sweet smile: 
‘This is from my guardian, Mr. Yerkes.' 
Sometimes she has read me a few lines with 
a curt ‘Dear Emilie’ and then ran into a 
missive about business matters entirely, I 
never saw Mr. Yerkes with Emilie.”’ 


Henry James One Admirer. 

Mrs. Hopkins said she did not go abroad 
with Miss Grigsby, but some three years ago 
met her in London. She was then in a lit- 
erary set, and twoof her great admirers were 
Henry James and George Meredith, the au- 
thors, whom Emilie met through London 
friends. \ 

J never chaperoned Emilie, in the usual 
acceptation of the word, Mrs. Hopkins 
added, but I met her quite a good deal 
abroad. She did have, it seems to me, a 
place called ‘ The Chalet’ somewhere on the 
Thames, but while ] called on Emilie abroad 
I was in no sense her social sponsor.” 

Mrs. Hopkins detailed an accident that 
Miss Grigsby suffered several years ago 
which has left her hopelessly lame. It ap- 
pears that at a dinner in London given for 
Miss Grigsby by several special friends, the 
guest. of ‘honor sat with her foot a bit raised 
over a rail that ran along the bottom of a 
heavy oak dinner table. | 

After dinner Emilie could not get her foot 
down. The result was she had to be carried 
‘from the table and allthe English physicians 
called could not tell what was the matter. 
Finally a cablegram was sent to Dr. William 
T. Bull of this city. 

He hurried to London by the next steamer 
and decided the trouble was a lesion of a 
blood vessel in the right leg. She had to 
suffer the agony of having the leg broken at 
the knee and set, and now is permanently 
lame on her right side.

home of Miss Grigsby, Mrs. Hopkins said 
that no home in this city was the center 
of such a lavish display of wealth. 

It is wealth tempered by rare taste, she 
said. “‘ The Park avenue home was designed 
by Emilie entirely. She has made the l- 
brary in it a wonderful creation. The cen- 
tral bit of furniture is a great table that 


is more than 200 years old and is carved and 


stained with time, so that it is a marvel 
‘really fit for a great museum. Over it is 
draped a splendid cover of rare Spanish vel- 
vet. ¢ 
“Every book in the Hbrary is of special 
make. All are marvels of the printer's art. 
The candejJabra are of solid silver. A prie 
dieu in the corner is of solid gold and is faced 
with a bible in vellum fold monkish missal 
that is worth thousands of dollars. All the 
bookcases are lined with brocaded silk. 
„The drawing room was decorated by the 
famous painter, Albert Herter, who now 
in Paris. It is a dream of Wagnerian sub- 
jects, worth a fabulous sum. In one corner 
stands a piano finished in old gold. The cab- 
inets are filled with old gold fans, rare bits

He then 
turned on Mrs. Wheaton and shot her twice 
also, through the throat and arm. 

Leaving his victims, supposedly dead, he 
bounded up the steps to the chamber of his 
sweetheart, forced an entrance, shot her 
through the heart, and then turned the gun 
on himself. When the neighbors arrived the 
girl was dead and the young man, barely 
living, lay with his head on her breast.

WITH 150 PERSONS ON BOARD 
STEAMER IS AT SEA’S MERCY. 


Big Pacific Coast Vessel Breaks Shaft— 
Effort to Tow It to San Franeisco Is 
Given Up. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 2.—[{Special.)}— 
With its shaft broken and without assistance 
the steamer City of Pueblo with 150 persons 
on board is rolling helplessly in the heavy 
séa off the mouth of the Columbia. 

News of the Pueblo’s condition was brought 
here today by Capt. Preble of the steamer 
Nelson. Capt. Preble reported that he en- 
countered the Pueblo struggling along under 
sail. 

Although the sea was running high he 
succeeded in getting out tow lines, but both 
soon parted. A collision betwéen the vessels 
then was narrowly averted. Seeing that fur- 
ther attempts at rescue might result in a 
greater disaster, Capt. Preble decided to run 
for this port and report the condition of the 
disabled vessel. He says that if the weather 
is favorable it is in no immediate danger, 
though its passengers may suffer from a 
scarcity of provisions. 


COMMANDER YOUNG GUILTY 
AND WILL BE REPRIMANDED. 


Secretary Bonaparte Announces Part of 
the Findings of Court Martial in Case 
of Explosion on Gunboat. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 2.—Seeretary Bona- 
parte has acted upon the proceedings of the 
court martial in the case of Commander 
Lucien Young of the gunboat Bennington, 
who was tried on charges connected with the 
fatal explosion on that vessel at San Diego 
last summer, in which over sixty persons lost 
their lives.

Today and Forestall Report. 
of Investigators. 


PAYS HAMILTON ADVANCE 


Returns $285,000, May Have to 
Give Up More; Cleveland 18 
Made Rebate Referee. 


New York, Jan. 2.—[Special.]—John A. Me- 
Call will present his resignation as presi- 
dent of the New York Life at a special meet- 
ing of the board of trustees tomorrow. He 
will take this action because he knows the 
company’s self- investigating committee 
would report against him if he did not. 

All the statements to the effect that Me- 
Call is retiring against the wishes of the ma- 
jority of the trustees are, it is declared, with- 
out foundation. His fate was sealed, so 
far as his continuing in thé presidency is 
concerned. when he presented to the Fowler 
investigating committee the Andy Hamilton 
report of the moneys éXpended for legisla- 
tive purposes, and the trustees, it is asserted, 
will accept his resignation at tomorrow’s 
meeting, and Alexander E. Orr, in all prob 
ability, will be elected his temporary euc- 
cessor. 


Pays Andy Hamilton Claim. 

Mr. McCall today made good his pledge to 
pay into the company’s treasury the $235,000 
advanced by him in 1904 to Judge Andy 
Hamilton ostensibly for use in acquiring 
real estate in rear of the home office building. 

It is understood that the committee in ac- 
cepting th@ McCall payment, by no means 
will regard it as a complete settlement of the 
Hamilton account. It probably will be held 
pénding an adjustment—and Hamilton or Me- 
Call or perhaps both will be held responsible 
in the event of the debit balance to the New 
York Life being more than $285,000. The 
general statement which Hamilton sent over 
from Paris made no pretense of accounting 
for the funds paid to him prior to 1899. The 
books of the New Yorks Life show that 
$1,167,310 has been pald to him, all told, and 
$955,083 since January, 1899. The statement 
accounted for only $720,550 that had been re- 
ceived by him since 1889. 

Of the $235,000 paid by McCall today, 
$85,000 is in the form of a check and $150,000 
is his personal note. It was said by one of 
McCall’s friends that he expected in thé end 
to be out nothing in the transaction. By an- 
other it Was declared that the outgoing presi- 
dent could not Uquidate in one lump sum 
because he is a poor man. He will go out of 
office with practically nothing except his life 
insurance policy of $500,000, and in order to 
pay his $150,Q.. note he may have to get as- 
sistance froin his wife and some friends. 


Trace Leak to McCall. 

The Fowler investigating committee held 
a meeting tis afternoon to consider the 
McCall payment. Some of thé committee- 
men were wrathy over the leaks that have 
occurred. concerning the company’s affairs. 
They were vexéd particularly over the ap- 
pearance in print of the fact that McCall had 
turned the $235,000 back into the company's 
treasury before the check and note had 
reached Chairman Fowler. Some of them 
seemed to suspect McCall of being anxious to 
get the facts before the public for the possible 
effect which they might have at tomorrow's 
meeting. es. 

Several New York Life trusteés called on 
Mr. Orr to urge him to accept the presidency 
of the company. Mr. Orr, it is undérstood, 
said he would prefer that they select some- 
body. else for permanent president, but he 
would serve as acting head if they were not 
able to agree on any other candidate tomor- 
row. 

Among others mentioned as possible can- 
didates are Norman B: Ream and Hiram R. 
Steele, who both are members of the investt- 
gating committee; John Clafſin, who also is a 
trustee of the company; J. Edward Simmons, 
president of the Fourth National bank; and 
Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, 


Cleveland to Be Rebate Heferee. 


Ex-President Grover Cleveland has agreed 
to serve as rebate referee for the three 
big life insurance companies—the Equitable, 
the Mutual, and the New York Life. Mr. 
Cleveland will, so to speak, be the court of 
last resort in the settlement of all disputes 
between the companies and their agents, or 
between the companies’ palicy holders in 
reference to rebating cases. t 

Mr. Cleveland will receive for his services 
a salary of $12,000 a year, to be paid jointly 
by the three companies named above. The 
late Thomas B. Reed served in a similar ca- 


pacity for the three big companies shortly | 


after his retirement from congress, but the 
office was discontinued by the companies, 

Persons familiar with the life insurance 
situation expressed the opinion today that 
the naming of Grover Cleveland as rebate 
referee is only the first step in a movement 
which may result in making the ex-president 
the most powerful factor in the reorganisa- 
tion of the life insurance business. These 
persons are inclined to regard Mr. Clevé- 
land’s appointment as the judge in rebating 
cases as merely nominal. 

In their opinion an effort will be made be- 
fore long to have the ¢x-president act as a 
general adjuster for the three big companies 
—that is, as arbiter of all life insurance qués- 
tions among the three big companies. 

That there is in the present emergency a 
great desire on the part of the companies to 
stand together and present a solid front in 
the reorganization process is the admitied 
fact. There are hundreds of different mat“ 
ters springing up between the companies reg- 
ularly, which if referred to an independent 
arbiter would be quickly settled with satis- 
faction to the policy holders. 


All Promise to Reform. 

Before Mr. Cleveland Would agree to ac- 
cept the ref ereeship he insisted upon pledges 
by all the companies that he be seconded in 
his efforts to stop the practice. The Equita- 
ble, Mutual, and New York Life have, ac- 
cordingly, entered into an fronciad "’ agree- 
métit with oné another to put a stop to the 
rébatiig of prémiums. They have decreed 
that any agent found guilty of rebating shall 


* 


be summarily dismissed from his company's 


service, and he will thereafter be debarred 
from employment by any of the companies 
participating in the agreement. 

The Armstrong legislative investigating 
committee showed conclusively in its exam- 
indtion of witnesses that the cause of rebat- 
ing lay chiefly in the tremendous rush and 
rivalry between the big companies to write 
new business. If through the medium of 
Mr. Cleveland’s services the competition can 
be put upon a conservative basis the first 
year’s premiums can be reduced.

FRANK BROWN, FROM CHICAGO, 
ESCAPES IN NEW von R. 


Siaps Keeper of Raymond Street Jail 
on Back, Saying He's Tired of 
Hanging Around, and the Guard, 
Thinking Him a Visitor, Lets Him 
Pass Out—Had Fought Extradition 
to Bast Stubberuly for Several 
Weeks. 


New York, Jan. 2.—[Special.]—Patting the 
lockup keepér Kindly on the back and re- 
marking he thought he'd stayed long enough, 
Frank Brown, an eminent specialist in other 
people’s diamonds and in second story work 
generally, walked out of the Raymond street 
jail in Brooklyn this afternoon. ‘ 

Brown, who was arrested for the burglary 
of ex-Senator Laroche’s house in Brooklyn 
Nov. 24, had been brought from Chicago 
after fighting extradition desperately since 


Nov. 26. His stay in jail variously is esti- 


mated at from fifteen to twenty minutes. 


New Sheriff Not Put Wise. 

This morning Brown was taken before 
Judge Frederick E. Crane to plead to an in- 
dietment and then was turned over to De- 
tective Baochanelll to be taken to the Ray- 
mond street jail to await trial. Sergeant 
Graham warned Baochanelli that his pris- 
oner was one of the most desperate and cun- 
ning crooks known to the police: Baochanelll 
promised to pass the word to Michael J. Fla- 
herty, the brand new Sheriff in charge of 
the Raymond street jail. 

Sheriff Flaherty denies that the informa- 
tion was passed on, At any rate he didn’t 
know he had a dangerous criminal in the 
place until Brown had become bored by the 
lack of attention paid him and had Walked 
out. 


Brown Seemed Well Guarded. 

Brown arrived at the jail shortly after 11 
o'clock. He was assigned to a cell in the 
second tier above the ground floor, but was 
shifted to tier B, which is on a level with the 
first floor prison and easily watched from 
the door of the pen. The only entrance to the 
pen is through an iron gate at which a keeper 
always is on guard. If the prisoner should 
succeed in passing the entrarice of the pen 
he would still have to Walk through the ad- 
joining office and along a corridor to the outer 
door of the jail, which is constantly guarded. 

At 1 o'clock the prisoners were let out for 
exercise in the corridor between the cells. 
They were locked in again at 2 o'clock, and 
at that time County Detective Rastus Backus 
came to the jail to have a talk with the new 

ers. He spoke to several of them 
and visited Brown’s cell. The cell door was 
open, he says, and Brown not to be found. 
Backus at once went to the gate and asked 
Keeper Maud where Brown was. Maud in- 
sisted Brown was in cell 14 and was greatly 
surprised when the detective told him the cell 
was empty. 

Prisoner Tells How It Was Done. 

As they talked Backus stood near the first 
cell in tier B, occupied by a prisoner named 
Snyder, who knew the detective well and 
who, overhearing the conversation, remarked 
in a casual way: 

„Brown, or whatever that western fellow 
was called, beat it out of here about two 
hours ago. Me didn’t stay fifteen minutes.“ 

Snyder then said he had seen Brown walk 
up to the keeper at the gate, slap him on the 
back, and remark: 

„Well, I guess I'll be going. I don't care 
to stay here much longer.“ 

Snyder said the keeper, evidently thinking 
the prisoner was a visitor, opened the gate 
and passed him out. Whoever was at the 
outer gate must have been as easily taken in 
and allowed Brown to go out the front door,

William 0. La Monte Declares Delin- 
quency Is Increasing Améng Little 
Lassies at an Alarming Rat 
Urges Members of So¢ial Economics 
Club to Use Their Infldence Against

Refuge at Geneva Overcrowded. 


The bad boy is disappearing; the bold, bad 
girl is taking his place. She is the girl who 
wears her hat on one side, swings along thé 
street smiling at every man she passes, 
whisks into the dance hall, whirls through 
the throng, tipples wine, énaps her fingers 
disdainfully in her mother’s face, ignores her 
warnings. She is society’s problem; corti- 
pared with her the street gamin with the 
tangled shock ig like a cherub with its face 
turned toward the sky. That is what Will- 
iam O. La Monte, for five years clerk of the 
Juvenile court, told the members of the So- 
cial Economies club yesterday. 

Do you mean to say that delinquency is 
increasing among girls? demanded an ag 
grieved member, amazed. 1 

„ do,” asserted Mr. La Monte. “I mean 
that and I mean that delinquency among 
girls is increasing much more rapidly than 
among boys; it is increasing at an alarming 
extent.“ 

A club member smiled. 

What do you mean by smiling when you 
hear such terrible things?” cried Dr. Ma 
Donohue. “ You would Better weep. It 
an outrage to smile.”’ 

Pardon me, Doctor,“ interrupted Mrs. 
Thompson, the chairman, just a moment. 
I believe Mr. La Monte had something more 
to say. 


Puts Blame on Dance Halla. 


The threatening storm passed and Mr. La 
Monte went on: 

“During the first six months following 
the establishment of the Juvenile court,’’ 
declared the speaker, only six delinquent 
girls were brought before the bar, The year 
before last the number increased to 384, and 
it is growing constantly. I believe when the 
totals are made for last year the number 
will be found to reach nearly 600. You wom- 
en, we all ought to work day and night to 
create a public sentiment which will cause 
the extinction of those infamous dance halis 
in which nearly all those girls started on 
their downward career. 

Something must be done to stop the ter- 
rible increase in the number of delinquent 
girls. At the state refuge at Geneva every 
room is full; in nearly every room there are 
cots to accommodate the overflow. The in- 
stitution resembles a hotel in convention 
time. It is impossible to build cottages fast 
enough to meet the increase.” 


Inadequate Fire Escapes. 


The speaker then severely criticised the 
fire protection afforded the inmates of the 
refuge. 

90 — — of the niggardly policy ot the 
county,” he said, twenty or thirty little 
girls who should have been sent to industrial 
schools have been sent to Geneva. There 
they are quartered in narrow, little rooms 
on the third floor. At night the doors of 
these rooms are locked from the outside and 
the windows are locked from the outside, 
There is no fire escape. What would happen 
should this building catch fire? The matron 
probably would become too panic stricken 
to take time to unlock all the doors and 
the children would die like rata in a trap.“ 


Bad Boys in Boulevards.

The report removes all doubt that Dough- 


erty in hundreds of instances forged the sig- 
nature of President Meals to scrip. But 
Dougherty was not the only official of the 
bank who forged scrip. 

We are informed by reliable authority,” 
say the auditors, “ that the president’s signa- 
ture was forged by an employeé of the Peoria 
National bank; but fortunately no loss oc- 
curred to the board, as all the scrip having 
the forged signature of the president was 
for legitimate bills and the proper parties 
got the money.” 


Cash Books Missing. 


The cash books and vouchers covering the 
fiscal transactions of the board are reported 
missing for several years. In conclusion 
the report says: 

“Tt is simply astonishing the immense 
number of items that have been recorded and 
falsified where ordinary care on the part of 
the officers would have prevented or dis- 
closed the rascality of the secretary.” 

The school real estate has been misman- 
aged grossly for fifteen or twenty years, the 
finance committee having failed to cause re- 
valuations and proper rent collections. This 
neglect represents a loss to the taxpayers of 
many hundred thousand dollars. 

The report on the chaotic condition of the 
real estate accounts of the board is separate 
and devoted almost exclusively to an ex- 
haustive tabulation of the pieces of property 
on which no revaluation has been made, the 
rents uncollected, leases missing or irregu- 
larly executed, etc. 

In concluding tis section of the prelim- 
inary investigation the auditors say: 

ae . hard for one to believe that the 
property today has no greater value than it 
had 15 to 25 years ago. In some instances 
the property has remained at the same rate 
of rental for 20 to 30 years. 

It is evident that the finance committee 
was negligent in the matter of the collection 
of rent—in fact, the tenants were given a free 
hand—pay when you please. As a rule the 
money was paid to the Peoria National bank. 

Accounts were not kept with each ten- 
ant, and in many cases the amount of cash is 
entered in the cash book by the bank clerks, 
but no name entered opposite the amount, so 
that it is extremely difficult to give the ten- 
ant the proper credit. 

Some of the leases have some of the pay- 
ments marked on the back, but in many cases 
the amount paid is not given or the date of 
payment, the entry merely stating the date 
the rent was paid up to. 


Never Presented Correct Report. 


This carelessness and negligence in direct 
opposition to the rules of the board is also 
supplimented by the fact that the finance 
committee (according to the minutes) never 
presented a correct report of the condition 
of its finances to the board, as the record of 


rents (except the total cash received for. 


same) was never presented. 


Every member of the finance committee 


from 1887 to the present date, 1905, has re- 
peatedly and almost continuouslyy failed to 
perform his duties—has shown gross care- 
lessness and inattention in the conduct of 
the business of handling the rental properties 
and collecting the rent. 

“As a summary: we note that they have 
neglected to have the proper valuation made 
on the property; to procure a fair rental 
income therefrom; to collect the rents prop- 


erly; to keep a proper and correct record of 


accounts with the tenants; to make a proper 
report of its finances, and to procure the 
authority to execute leases,” 

“TI certainly shall oppose every effort on 
the part of the school board to make the 
Peoria National bank responsible for any 
or all of the Dougherty defalcations.” said 
Receiver Berry tonight. 

“TI shall pay no attention to the notice 
which has been served on me by the school 
board, andas soon as my report for December 
is completed I shall take steps to have an- 
ather dividend declared by the controller of 
the currency. If the board expects to stop 
me they must do so by injunction and I ex- 
pect that an injunction will be sought. 

“It is a serious question. An injunction 
will tle up this bank indefinitely. It will 
block all further dividends for several 
months at least and will stop all action except 
collections, which I will continue to push. 

“The entire assets of the bank, including 
about $1,000,000, are at stake, and the case, 
whoever wins the first battle, is bound to 
go to the upper courts... This means litiga- 
tion for several years and perhaps suffering 
on the part of depositors; but it is the enly 
way to settle the matter, and I presume that 
it is necessary.”

SHOWS HOW TO OPERATE 
RAILROAD BY ELECTRICITY. 


Bion J. Arnold Gives Western Society of 
Engineers Plans for Terminals With- 
out Steam Locomotives. 


Plans for handling train’ ata railway ter- 
minus by electrical power were shown to the 
Western Society of Engineers last evening by 
Bion J. Arnold. Mr. Arnold was one of the 
speakers at the installation of officers and 
banquet held at the Sherman house. E. C. 
Carter, the retiring president, made the opet- 
ing address, followed by Willard A. Smith, 
the new president, who acted as toastmaster. 

Mr. Arnold showed views of the projected 
change in the New York terminals of the New 
York Central railroad. Serious accidents in 
the tunnel and the nuisance of the dirt, gas, 
and noise incident to the use of locomotives, 
he said, had forced the undertaking of the 
change. The matter was of special interest 
in view of the growing prospect of similar 
changes on the Illinois Central suburban sys- 
tem. 

L. E. Cooley, speaking on the ownership of 
public utilities, said he favored this policy, 
with proper restrictions. Other speakers 
were Isham Randolph, Onward Bates, Prof. 
D. C. Jackson, and S. G. McMeen. 


HOCH’S LAWYER ROUSES OLSON 


Assistant State’s Attorney Threatens 
Suit Against Frank Comerford 
Over Affidavit. 


Harry Olson, assistant state’s attorney, 
yesterday resented the charge which, it is 
said, will be made by Attorney Frank Com- 
erford, counsel for Johann.Hoch, under sen- 
tence of death Feb. 23.

Engineers Show That Over 20, 
000 Horse Units Soon Will 
Be Available. 


The possibilities of the utilization of water | 


power from the sanitary district for street 


lighting, pumping, and other municipal util- | 
ities were made the subject last night of | 


a special report ta the city council. The 


report, made by a special commission, bore | 
the approval of Commissioner of Public | 


Works Patterson. 


It is estimated that there will be delivered | 


to the proposed terminal station to be located 
at Forty-eighth avenue and the drainage 


canal around 15,000 horse power, part of 


which will be available Jan. 1, 1907. 


This will be increased to 21,000 or 22,000 | 
horse power after the proposed Calumet 
district channel shall have been completed, 


which will take a number of years. 


In addition to electric street lighting and | 


sewer pumping stations it is proposed to 
use the power for water works, bridges, and 
street railways when municipally operated. 


Could Light All Chicago. 


The report states that there are around 
6,700 electric street lamps in Chicago, and 
as soon as necessary power is obtained it ia 
contemplated to place a lamp at practically 
every street intersection and in the middle 
of long blocks. This would add around 22,000 
lamps, making a total of 29,000 lamps. 

To supply this number of lights 21.000 
horse power for an average of eleven hours 
a day would be required, consuming all the 
ultimate power to be developed. 

Stress is laid in' the report on the necessity 
for providing for the use of the power when 
it is not required for lighung purposes, in 
order to reduce its cost. Considering the 
water works system, the commission figures 
that electrically driven pumps would re- 
quire 14,000 horse power at the time of the 
maximum pumpage. The minimum power, 
it is estimated, would be 13,000. It will bé 
necessary, however, in the engineers’ opinion, 
tc install entirely new plants, with modern 
turbine pumps, as it is impracticable to apply 
electrical power to the present engines. 


Power Must Be Constant. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
power for water works must be constant and 
absolutely reliable, as failure of the power 
at any time would involve the city in great 
difficulties. On this point it is said: 

It is almost certain that at times there 
will be unavoidable shutting down of the 
power plant, caused by anchor ice, accidents 
to the power house, to the transmission lines, 
or from other causes.”’ 

The report gives a list of the several sew- 
age pumping stations, with the amount of 
horse power required for each, running from 
16 up to 300 for the Jackson park station, 

On the subject of bridges it says: 

“There are fifty movable municipal 
bridges in the city, all of which eventually 
will be electrically operated. The average 
maximum power. required for each bridge, 
including light, signals, pumps, and opera- 
tion, is 125 horse power.“ 


For Running Street Cars. 
Concerning the operation of street cars by 


power from the canal, the report says: 


The pending ordinances call for 1.582 
double truck cars and 851 single truck cars 
to be in use within a period of three years. 
Allowing for a certain proportion of these 
cars to be out of service and undergoing re- 
pairs there would be required 95,000 horse 
power. 

All the power that can be developed at 
both the power plants that the sanitary dis- 
trict proposes to install can be utilized for 
nineteen or twenty hours out of twenty-four. 
The surplus power developed during the re- 
maining four or five hours could be stored.” 


Summary of the Report. 


he report concludes: 

** Assuming that the power from the pro- 
posed water power plant will be obtained at 
a price that will bring the cost below that 
of power generated by steam driven plants 
and sufficient funds for necessary installa- 
tions are appropriated, we beg to emphasise 
the following: 

‘‘ First—The most desirable use for munic- 
ipal. purposes of the power now being devel- 
oped at Lockport would be for the operation 
of municipal street railways, which can use 
all the power that the sanitary district can 
furnish for twenty-four hours each day. 

‘** Second—For the lighting of the city’s 
streets and municipal buildings, provided a 
disposition can be made of the power during 
such hours when lighting is not required. 
This may be done if the city is given the right 
to dispose of power for commercial purposes 
during the day. 

‘* Third—Sewage pumping stations, bridges, 
and other minor utilities may be equipped 
for electrical operation, but would not to

GOLD OUTPUT GAINS $6,000,000 


Estimate of Director of Mint Shows 
Alaska’s Share of Total Is 
$14,650,000. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The preliminary 
estimate of the director of the mint upon 
the production of gold and silver in the 
United States in the calendar year 1905 shows 
a gain of approximately $6,000,000 in gold 
and 1,000,000 ounces of silver over the prod- 
uct of 1904. The gain in gold is almost en- 
tirely represented by the increased output 
of Alaska, the product of which is placed 
at $14,650,100, against $9,160,500 in 1904. The 
Alaska gain is nearly all in the Tanana or 
Fairbanks district, the returns for which 
are $5,107,000. 

California shows a loss of about $1,500,000, 
due, it is said, to severe drought, which not 
only brought hydraulié operations to a stand- 
still but interfered with quartz mills to some 
extent. Nevada shows a gain of about 


$400,000 and Utah as much. Colorado gains 


about $1,000,000; South Dakota, Montana, 
Idaho, Oregon, and Arizona are estimated 
as about the same as in the previous year. 

The Klondike continues to fall off and 
is about $2,000,000 below 1904.

tive effect of the opening of the drainage 
canal upon the health of the city of St. Louis, 
which is taken as a type of cities in .we state 
for which the state of Missouri! is pleading 
to have the Chicago drainage canal stopped 
up by absolute order of the United States 
Supreme court. 

Mr. Jeffries attempted to show by various 
census records that the population of the 


IIlinois valley which fairly could be said to 


dispose of its sewage in such a way as possi- 
bly to pollute the Mississippi waters was at 
the outset only about 300,000. When the 
drainage canal was opened he insisted that 
there was an addition to the polluting popu- 
lation of fully 2,000,000 people. This made a 
total of 2,300,000 people whose general sew- 
age was disposed of through the IIIinois 
river and thence into the Mississippi in such 
a way as to pollute the drinking supply of 
St. Louis and other Missouri cities. 

He presented figures showing a large in- 


| crease in typhoid fever cases in St. Louis, 


which were reported at 131 in the year 1899, 
prior to the opening of the drainage canal, 
and which had grown to 288 in 1903. This 
is the basis of action, although in point of 
fact the sult against the sanitary district 
was begun within four or five days after the 


canal was opened, and this class of evidence 


is entirely supplemental to the original 
charge, which was based, of .course, on 
theory. 


Do Germs Live Long Enough? 


Mr. Jeffries also devoted a good deal of 
time to the general principles of bacteriology, 
insisting typhoid fever germs could and did 
live for eighteen days, and more especially 
since water from the drainage canal carried 
them rapidly through the Illinois river, which 
formerly was more or less stagnant, thus 
allowing time for their destruction by opera- 
tion of other minute organisms. 

James Todd, solicitor for the sanitary dis- 
trict of Chicago, had scarcely time to begin 
his argument before the court adjourned. 
and he will conclude the first thing tomor- 
row afternoon. He attacked the typhoid 
fever statistics of the city of St. Louis and 
insisted that they had been juggled for the 
express purpose of influencing this case. 

He suggested that before the drainage canal 
was opened and before there was any neces- 
sity for attacking th city of Chicago, the 
people of St. Louis through their health de- 
partment did exactly as is done in every other 
large city. That is to say, they classified 
different fevers as they would any other 
diseases,and only put into the typhoid column 
cases which properly belonged there. Since 
the canal was opened, he asserted, the St. 
Louls people maliciously have grouped to- 
gether all sorts of fever cases and classified 
them as typhoid so as to make as bad a 
showing as possible for the city of Chicago.

PLANS FOR PARTY PEACE. 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS APPOINT 
HARMONY COMMITTEE. 


Members Will Attempt to Conciliate 
Factions in the Second and Thir- 
teenth Ward Clubs and Avert the 
Bitterness of Formal Contests Be- 
fore the Executive Body—Lorimer 
Agrees to the Delay, Which Is Dee 
cided On After Long Debate. 


A harmony committee was appointed 
yesterday by the republican executive com- 
mittee after the Second and Thirteenth ward 
club contests had been discussed for an hour.

WORK ONBASBBALL DATES! BAD NEWS STARS 


EFFORTS TO CHANGE NEXT SEA- 
SON’S OPENINGS TO APRIL 17. 


Presidents Johnson and Pulliam Are 
Collaborating to Avoid Starting the 
Major League Pennant Races Be- 
fore the Middle of April and Yet 
Allow Time in Fall for World’s

Efforts are being made by the American 
and National leagues to change the date of 
opening the championship seasons, which 
was tentatively fixed for April 12, to April 17, 
thereby allowing for five days more of posei- 
ble bad weather in case of a backward spring 
without interfering with the openings. 

Presidents Johnson and Pulliam have been 
at work on the rough drafts of their 1906 
schedules, but the former discovered a way 
to set back the American league's opening 
by five days without sacrificing that amount 
of time in October, and has made the sugges- 
tion to President Pulliam that he try to do 
the same with the National's schedule. The 
latter is working on that suggestion, and in 
the interval work on the American league's 
dates has been suspended pending his de- 
cision. 

Neither league is strong for opening its 
season previous to the middle of April, but 
real gr sire not to extend the pennant race so 

nto October as to interfere with the 
8 s champiorship series. April 12 falls 
on Thursday this year, and by delaying the 
opening until the following Tuesday the sea- 
sons can be closed ohe day earlier than last 


year, it is thought, without unduly compress- - 


ing the schedules. It is essential that both 
major leagues start their seasons simultane- 
ously, otherwise a great quantity of con- 
flicting dates would bé unavoidable.

JUDGE PAYNTER CAPTURES KEN- 
TUCKY SENATORSHIP. 


Present Incumbent Badly Beaten in 
Democratic Caucus After One of the 
Most Spectacular Political Battles 
Ever Fought on Southern Soil-—Op- 


ponent Victorious All Along the 


Line and His Election Now Is As- 
sured. . 


Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 2.—Judge Thomas H. 
Paynter of the Kentucky Court of Appeals, 
was nominated on the first ballot, taken in 
joint caucus tonight, to select a democratic 
candidate for United States senator to suc- 
ceed J. C. S. Blackburn. This carries with it 
the certainty of election, as the democrats 
have more than two-thirds of the combined 
membership of both branches of the legis- 
lature.

Judge Paynter's vietory ends one of the 
hardest fought senatorial struggles of the 
last twenty years of Kentucky politics. His 
nearest opponent was Mr. Blackburn, the 
incumbent, who has represented Kentucky 
in the house and senate, with but one inter- 
mission, for nearly a quarter of a century. 


Blackburn Support Fades Away. 

Until two days ago it generally was be- 
lieved that there would be a deadlock in the 
caucus, When the house and senate cau- 
cuses for the purpose of organizing these bod- 
ies were held last night it became apparent 
that Judge Paynter, who was backed by Gov. 
Beckham and the state administration men, 
would gain the coveted prize. Although the 
Haldeman and Blackburn forces combined to 
name the officers of the two houses, Paynter 
men were installed. The vote tonight showed 
that Paynter not only held last night's 
strength but received an accession of two 
votes., 

When the joint caucus met there was no 
contest over the chairmanship. Senator 
Henry George, a Paynter supporter, who was 
last night chosen chairman of the senate 
caucus, unanimously was selected to preside, 

Forecasts McCreery’s Defeat. 

United States Senator James B. McCreery 
was Blackburn's chief supporter, and in this 
connection politicians already foresee one of 
the effects of the contest on Kentucky poli- 
tles in the future. Democratic leaders expect 
that McCreery, when his term expires, will 
have to put up a fight for reélection just as 
Blackburn did with Gov. Beckham as his 
chief opponent. 

Thomas H. Paynter was born in Lewis 
county, Ky., Dec. 19, 1851. He has served 
three terms in congress and is a member of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals. His early

ADDICKS CREATED LAWSON, 
WHO THEN “TURNED TRAITOR.” 
Bay State Gas Man Tells How He 


Took Up Bostonian to Keep Him 
Good. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 2.—[Special. With 
protestations that he always had acted for 
the best interests of the stockholders of the 


Bay State Gas company of Delaware, that. 


he never derived personal profits from any 
stock transaction, that he never kept any 
books or check stubs to account for the 
millions that frequently changed hands, J. 
Edward Addicks today answered the cross- 
examination of the attorneys for George 
Wharton Pepper, receiver of the company. 

He asserted and reasserted he has suffered 
a complete loss of memory with regard to 
the alleged stock juggling that Receiver Pep- 
per was so anxious to reveal. Under the 
most scathing questions Addicks merely 
smiled and said: 

Really, I cannot remember.” 

To some questions he answered he had 
acted under the advice of counsel, and to 
others he asserted he was compelled to buy 
certain stocks and then sell to the Bay State 
Gas company at a profit to himself“ because 
he was being blackmailed.” 

He mentioned Lawson in connection with 
the blackmailing story. In fact, he men- 
tioned Lawson. whenever he got a chance 
and never in a complimentary fashion. He 
said he had made Lawson—had raised him 
from ‘‘a miserable little curbstone broker 
to the height of frenzied finance.“ 

How he did it was a naive confession. 
Lawson had been making vigorous attacks 
on Addicks’ methods of handling the affairs 
of Bay State Gas, and Addicks, to suppress 
Lawson, took him into the game as a broker 
who was to handle all transactions of the 
company, 

“Then he earned traitor,” sald the gas 
man.

ROOSEVELT ASKS. 


Wants to Know Views of Sen- 
ate on Domingo Treaty 
and Canal Bills. 


BOTH TO CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Bishop Preparing to Show How 
He Will Earn Salary as 
Commissioner, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—[Special.j— 
President Roosevelt talked earnestly today 
with senatorial callers in regard to the action 
congress will take upon the Santo Dominican 
treaty and the Panamacanal. The president 
is urging prompt action upon the treaty, in- 
sisting that the earlier be knows the view of 
the senate the earlier he will be able to define 
the permanent policy this government should 
- pursue in the Caribbean sea island. 

There are some senators who believe it 
would be wiser to delay the vote on the 
treaty, supporting this opinion by the prob- 
ability that revolutionary developments will 
conyince the country of the propriety of in- 
teryention. The president feels, however, 

that the situation in Santo Domingo must be 
considered also. There is a strong anti-Amer- 

lean sentiment prevailing among the Do- 
minican people, and while the Caceres gov- 
ernment has expressed a willingness to stand 
by the arrangement made by Morales, pro- 
vided certain amendments are made, it is pos- 
sible that another government might be hos- 
tile to it. 

It ia likely, thereford, that the treaty will be 
pressed to a vote, and if it be defeated the 
administration will have recourse to a joint 
resolution authorizing it to continue the 
policy now in force. 


Congress Must Share Responsibility. 

With reference to the Panama canal, the 
president proposes that congress shall have 
with him cotrdinate responsibility. The 
isthmian canal commission will recommend 
the construction of a lock canal and in trans- 
mitting this report and the views of the board 
of consulting engineers, the majority of 


which favored a sea level canal, he will say 


that while a lock canal seems preferable, still 
the decision should be left to congress. 

The administration senators have told the 
president that there will be difficulty in re- 
gard to the confirmation of the nomination of 
Joseph Bishop, the former press agent, to be 
a commissioner. They have said that the 
first questions the democrats Will ask will be: 

What will be the duties of Mr. Bishop and 
will he éarn the $10,000 salary which we un- 
derstand he is to be given?“ 

It is understood the president will 
prepare @ memorandum explaining exactly 
what Bishop is to do.and it will be used on 
the floor of the senate. Bishop was in confer- 
ence tonight with the president and has been 
instructed to prepare a statement for the 
information ef the president. 


Philippine Tariff Will Cause Row. 


Although the house leaders will not concede 
the fact, it nevertheless is true that there 
is some apprehension over the fate%f the 
Philippine tariff bill. Before the adjourn- 
ment for the holiday recess Chairman Payne 
of the committee on ways and means gave 
notice that he would call up the measure im- 
mediately upon the reconvening of congress, 
but it is not unlikely that it may give way 
to the statehood bill after the president’s 
message is disposed of. 

There is trouble ahead for both of these 
measures and well organized forces of insur- 
gents, each differing from the other in per- 
sonnel, are prepared to fight the passage of 
each of these bills. 

The beet sugar insurgents have been at 
work to line up a number of republicans who 
are opposed to the proposed reduction of 
rates on Philippine tobacco, and they assert 
that they have been successful in obtaining 
the support of a dozen or more. It will re- 
quire at least fifty-six republicans joining 
with the democrats to overrule a decision of 
the chair against the general tariff amend- 
ments to the bill, and it is the hope, and, out- 
wardly at least, the expectation of the leaders 
that there will not be that number of insur- 
gents who will stand together. 

Should there be, the friends of the tariff 
measure must rely upon the desire of the 
democrats to have the bill pass over and 
above any desire they may have to make 
campaign capital out of an effort to remove 
the differential on sugar and place the re- 
publicans in the same sort of plight as they 
were when they first sought to drive the 
Cuban reciprocity bill through the house. 

The democrats, with few exceptions, will 
be in favor of the bill as reported, if they 

„cannot get a bill establishing absolute free 
trade between the islands and the United 
States, as is shown by their report, but if the 
opportunity is afforded them they intend to 
harrass and embarrass the leaders by a play 
on the differential on refined sugar.

250 men is, according to advices received here 
by messenger today, camped on the Santiago- 
Puerto Plata road, Santo Domingo, and is 
besieging Puerto Plata The revolutionists, 
it is added, occupy positions which prevent 
all ingress to or egress from Puerto Plata ex- 
cept for American warships or persons under 
the protection of the foreign consuls, 

The threatened bombardment of the port 
by the revolutionary gunboat Independencia 
will not take place, presumably owing to the 
representations of the foreign consuls. 

The messenger from Santo Domingo also 
announces that the troops commanded’ by 
Gen. Guellito, the former governor of Monte 
Cristi, are operating in conjunction with the 
revolutionary forces before Puerto Plata, and 
that it is the intention of the two forces to 
attack Santiago, south of Puerto Plata, where 
Gen. Caceres, the temporary president of the 
republic, is drawing up his troops. A de- 
cisive engagement is expected to occur at 
Santiago. 

According to the reports which reached 
Cape Haytien, Morales, the fugitive presi- 
dent of Santo Domingo, is acting in the inter- 
ests of Gen. Jiminez, the former president of 
the republic, whose attempt to regain the 
presidency in 1903 was aefeated.

HEALTHY CHICAGO. . 

One reason why Chieago is growing 80 
fast is that it is being made extremely hard 
for folks to die here. Despite a combination 
‘of reckless chauffetrs, warring teamsters, 
‘murderous burglars and highwaymen, and 
truculent microbes this city’s death rate was 
* in 1905 than that of any other large 
city in the world. It continued to be healthy 
up to the year’s close. The December mor- 
1 was the lowest ever recorded tor that 


on. city’ s good health in 1905 was due 
1 several causes. Tle health department 
deserves credit for its successful efforts to 
keep virulent bacterial diseases, especially 
siallpox, under control. Typhoid fever, 
onee one of the commonest and deadliest 
diseases here, has been made comparatively 
“uncommon by the construction of the drain- 
age canal and the diversion of mest of the 
city’s sewage from the lake. Favorable 
weather conditions almost throughout the 
Fear helped keep contagious and infeetious 
diseases gt a minimum. 

But last year, as in previous years, Chi- 
cago owed its good health largely, if not 
chiefly, to its location. Lying for miles 
along Lake Michigan and blown over al- 

most constantly by breezes Which rapidly 
~earry away all the fou! exhalations which 
arise, and dotted with many open spaces 
where the air is always good and children 
may enjoy invigorating play, if Chicago has 
not always been one of the healthiest places 
| bn earth it has been because public officials 
ss Aut times have not been disposed to adopt and 
~ “enforce proper sanitary measures and pub- 
le opinion has not compelled them to do so. 
Good as the city’s health was last year, 
fit can be made better and steps ought to 
be taken this year to that end. Much sew- 
i e is still poured into the lake. The work 
| of completing the system of intercepting 
_. Sewers should be pushed as fast as possible. 
War is not being waged so vigorously on 
consumption as it ought tobe. The health 
department should receive the support of 
the council and the public in its efforts to 
‘diminish the number of unnecessary deaths 
from this disease, and the board of educa- 
tion should go ahead and carry out the com- 
5 . prehensive plans it has formulated for bau- 
-  Ashing it from the public schogls. There 
should be more vigorous efforts tb abate the 
smoke nuisance, the najse nuisances, and 
ther nuisances which injure the public 
health. A proper and adequate system of 
- ganitation will not only keep Chicago the 
~ healthiest city in the world, but it will make 
it healthier than it has ever been. 


THE DOUMA.

THE INTEREST 18 Nor ACUTE. 

President Hadley of Yale says “ the whole 
country is watching Chieago's effort” to 
secure the municipal ownership of street 
railroads with the greatest interest.” That 
is putting the case a little too strongly. Nine 
months ago when Chicagoans elected a 
mayor who had promised the community im- 
mediate municipal ownership considerable 
interest was awakened throughout the coun- 
try. It was assumed that in some way Chi- 
cago was to get possession of the traction 
properties at once and operate them itself for 
its own benefit. 

The experiment, if made, wall have been 
watched closely in other American cities. 
Month after month went by and the mayor 
failed to live up to his promises. The public, 
which loves novelties, and forgets quickly | 
things which once held his attention, soon 
began to lose sight of Chicago and its trac- 
tion question. It became apparent that there 
was to be no immediate municipal owner- 
ship. The insurance investigation was more 
productive of continuous excitement than 
the Chicago problem, and shoved that preb- 
lem on one side. 

‘Therefore at this time “ the whole coun- 
try is not watching Chicago with feverish 
concern to-see how it will operate street car 
lines. If President Hadley were to spend 
a few days in Chicago and mingle freely with 
all kinds of people he would discover that 
they are not so much wrought up over mu- 
nicipal ownership as they were last spring, 
when they thought a new era was about to 


begin, and Chicago was to set a glorious ex- 


ample to the other American cities. They 
have cooled down since then. 

Chicagoans have come to understand that 
the traction question is not one of the easy 
matters which can be settled by the confident 
assurances of a candidate for office. Presi- 
dent Hadley says “‘the people must be tanght 
that difficult things are accomplished slow- 
ly.’ Chicagoans have learned during the 
last nine months that municipal ownership 
of street railroad systems is a difficult thing 
which cannot be obtained in an offhand way. 

The ‘conviction is strengthening among 
Chicagoans that municipal ownership is un- 
desirable under existing conditions, as well 
as difficult of realization, and that the sub- 
ject had better be postponed for a decade at 
least. If there are people in other cities 
who are watching intensely for a test of the 
municipal operation of street car lines in 
Chicago they might as well devote their at- 
tention to something of a more profitable 
nature. 


NO DEAD STATES. 

The perennial life of the American com- 
monwealths is illustrated by tle revived 
briskness of trade in parts of the union 
which have been supposed to have outlived 
their importance. The paper industry of 
Maine is the theme of one of the writers in 
the last Review of Reviews. Wildernesses 
abandoned to hunters have been made to 
yield the material for mills; these inturn are 
utilizing water power which had been run- 
ning to waste for ages; branch railroads are 
reaching points believed inaccessible; new 
towns are springing up and old ones are 
flourishing. The same story comes from the 
abandoned farms of New England. Scien- 
tific methods have been introduced through 
the influence of the agricultural colleges. 
Attention has been paid to the demand of 
the cities, and those crops are raised which 
pay best. A large number of Jews and others 
whose wits have been sharpened by life in 
the big cities have taken to farming, and 
none of their land is wasted. They know 
better than any one what the cities want, 
and through the acquaintance they have 
with the cities they can ship their produce 
direct to the retailer and cut off the middle- 
man’s profits. 

The trend of population to the cities does 
not mean any diminution in the agricultural 
wealth of the country. Improved appli- 
ances and methods make it possible for a 
smaller number of men to raise equally large 
crops. Where the farmer of English descent 
dies, and his sons are established in the cities 


or in the west, and his farm is sold for a low 


price, the newcomer to America finds his 
opportunity. Living in an economical way, 
with a large family of children to help him, 
he can acquire wealth from the land which 
yielded its former owner only a bare sub- 
sistence. In many cases it is the rich city 
business man who buys the farm for a sum- 
mer home for bis family, and thus stimulates 
trade in the village. 

Farther west the story is repeated. The 
land is utilized in a way that was impossible 
a generation ago. Swamps are drained, 
deserts are irrigated, land that .was worth- 
less when the population was small and bet- 
ter land could be had for the asking is taken 
in hand and improved now that the better 
land is occupied and the increase in popula- 
tion and number of the cities provides a mar- 
két worth cateringto. The soil is analyzed 
and experts advise as to its use. Trolley 
lines and farm telephones bring the farmer 
into contact with the world. The older states 
are far from dead, the newer ones are more 
alive than ever. Hlectrieity and applied 
chemistry are working as great marvels out- 
side of the great cities as in them, and no part 
of the union is excluded from the benefits of 
the new century. 


FREE ALCOHOL FOR MANUFACTURERS. 

The attempt to exempt from internal 
revenue taxation grain alcohol used by 
manufacturers will be renewed in this con- 
gress. A bill for that purpose has been 
introduced and is in the hands of tlre com- 
mittee on ways and means. 

There is no question that the industries 
which make use of alcohol would be greatly 
benefited if the tax of $2.20 were taken off, 


There are many articles which are not man- 


ufactured in this country because of the 
tax. The customs duties, though high, are 
not high enough to protect a domestic manu- 
facturer against foreign competition. Be- 
cause the German manufacturer has un- 
taxed alcohol while the American has not, 
the value of the artificial dyes annually 
made in the United States is about 
$2,400,000, while Germany exports $30,- 
000,000 worth. Fine chemicals valued at 
less than $5,000,000 are made in this coun- 
try, but Germany exports $50,000,000 
worth. 

There is no question that the alcohol tax 
is a serious handicap on scores of industries 
which are important or could be made so. 
The remission of the tax would cut into the 
revenues of the general government, but the 
lost revenue could be made good by some

The wood alcohol industry would be 
harmed by the removal] of the tax on alcohol 
Wood alcohol 
is much cheaper than tax paid grain alcohol, 
but the latter would be the cheaper if the 
tax were taken off. There are dangers at- 
taching to the use of wood alcohol because 
of its poisonous qualities, and it probably 
would be little used if grain alcohol were tax 
free. The proposed legislation may en- 
counter the interested opposition of wood 
alcohol manufacturers and the opposition of 
congressmen who do not think it prudent 
for the government to surrender needed 
revenue. That-is the real sticking point— 
to give up several millions and to agree on 
some new and less onerous tax as an offset.. 
That should not be too exhausting a task 
for congress,

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| LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY air

IR ROBERT DASHWOOD, whose tan- 
ily meusoleum in Buckinghamshire 
has just been subjected to desecration 
by unknown vandals, is erroneously 
described@as the premier baronet of 

the realm. Phe latter dignity belongs to Sir 
Hickman Bacon,-chief of the family to which 
the great Sir Francis Bacon, the lord high 
chancellor of England, belonged, and whose 
baronetcy dates from 1611. Sir Robert Dash- 
wood’s baronetcy was created nearly 100 
years afterwards, in 1707, and, being the first 
baronetcy created after the union of the 
crowns of England and Scotland, is desig- 
nated in Burke's Peerage hy the mislead- 
ing title of the “senior baropetcy of Great 
Britain.“ 

There seems to be a sort of fate pursuing 
the Dashwoods, and it ig in keeping with the 
stormy character of many of their lives that 
they should not be left undisturbed, even in 
death. Superstitious people are inclined to 


‘pacribe the troubles which have overtaken 


so many scions of this house to the wicked- 
ness of Sir Francis Dashwood, the second 
baronet, the creator of the mausoleum of the 
family, and who scandalized all England dur- 
ing the second quarter of the eighteenth 
century by his description.of Medmenham 
abbey through the foundation there of the 
mfamous Hell Fire club.“ 

In spite of all his villainies he managed to 
secure the office of chancellor of the ex- 
chequer,' and died at an advanced old age as 
Lord Le Despencer, the barony of which he 
had inherited from his uncle, Lord West- 
moreland. Leaving no legitimate issue, the 
peerage fell into abeyance at his death. He 
left, however, an illegitimate daughter, who, 
under the name of Fanny Antonina, fur- 
nished much material for the chroniques 
scandaleuses of the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, and who, wonderfully beau- 
tiful and clever, has been immortalized by 
De Quincy in a vivid character sketch under 
the title of The Female Infidel.”’ 
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The father of the present baronet died 
mysteriously at Paris in 1882. He was a vie- 
tim of the alcohol habjt, which reduced him 
to almost complete imbecility, and necessj- 
tated his being placed under restraint. His 
family, however, were reluctant to incur the 
publicity incidcntal to any commitment to 
a sanitarium, and so he was sent off to reside 
at Paris, in the charge of a keeper, with 
whom he lived in some wretched rooms in 
the Pantheon quarter of the gay metropolis. 
It used to be a pitiable sight to see the old 
man tottering about the etreets of the French 
capital, almost in rags, accompanied by his 
keeper, who would. follow him to the lowest 
taverns, where the few cents which he was 
daily allowéd for the purpose would be spent 
in drink. 

Sir Edwin died so suddenly that his family 
became convinced that he had been a victim 
of foul play, and instityted inquiries, which 
led to the arrest of the Kkteper. The magis- 
terial investigation did not, however, go far. 
For before the second hearing came on the 
keeper committed suicide by hanging himself 
to the bars of the cell window.

The baronetcy was inherited by Edwin's 
eldest son and namesake, as eighth baronet, 
anc his advent to the family honors and es- 
tates found him in New Zealand, where he 
had been leading an adventurous sort of 
Fand to mouth existence as a gum digger, 
which is about the lowest form of labor in the 
antipodes. On this death, about ten years 
later, he left everything possible to his New 
Zealand born wife and to his daughter by 
her, now married to W. Selby Lowndes, be- 
ing on bad terms with his younger brother 
and succceszor, the present baronet. 

Of course litigation ensued, and among the 
most interesting features thereof was the 
suit between the widowtd Lady Dashwood 
and her brother-in-law, the present baronet, 
with regard to the possession of the superb 
Gobelin tapestries, which -constitute the 
glory of West Wycombe park, the ancestrdl 
home “of the Dashwoods, in the county of 
Buckingham. 

Lady Dashwood claimed them under her 
husband's will; whereas Sir Robert insist<d 
that they were part and parcel of the entailed 
property, and as such inalienable by his 
brother. The judge, on learning that the 
tapestries had been specially woven for the 
room, to the wglis of which they had been 
attached by battens for near 200 years, de- 
cided that they were a fixture of the manor 
house, and therefore part and parcel of the 
entailed property, and as such not alienable. 
The Dashwoods are an old Dorsetshire fam- 
ily, who flourished there in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. The fortunes of the fam- 
ily, however, may be said to have been found- 
ed by George Dashwooi, who in the reign 
of King James I. became an aldermanijof the 
city of London. From him are descended 
the Dashwoods of Oxfordshire, who have 
likewize a batonetey in their family, and an 
older one than that of Sir Robert. The 
wealth to which Sir Robert is the heir origi- 


- nates with George Dashwood’s grandson, who 


became lord mayor of London, member of 
parliament, and who was the principal Tur- 


key merchant ot his day—that is to say, he 


virtually monopolized the trade between 
England and Turkey.

Inasmuch as the impending publication is 
announced of a vi lume of memoirs of the 
duchess de la Terre, whose husband, Mar- 
esha! Scrranc. was twice president of the 
Spanish republic, and on several occasions 
regent of the k'ngd«um, and since the volume 
in question deals, it is said, with certain 
phases of his extraordinary career, it will be 
interesting to see whether she will include in 
these reminiscencts any record of the ex- 
traordinary circumstances attending the 
demiseof Serrano.

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CHINESE EMPIRE LIKELY TO FEEL 
THE MAILED HAND OF AMERIC, 


Administration Will Reinforce Philippine Forces So That Troops In 
Can Be Transported to Mongolian Country in Case of Uprising 275 
Oriental Squadron Also Will Be Increased. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—[Special.]—The 
attitude of the Chinese toward foreigners 
and foreign interests generally has become 
sufficiently hostile to warrant preparations 
on the part of the various governments for 
the suppression of another demonstration 
such as that which occurred in 1900. The 
navy department had intended to order the 
battleship Oregon back to the United States, 
but in view of the threatening situation 
which has developed, instructions have been 
cabled to leave this vessel in the orient. 
There is no change in the purpose of the presi- 
dent to Increase the battleship squadron in 
Asiatic waters by two vessele during the 
coming spring. 

The Chinese situation was discussed at a 
cabinet meeting today and later in the after- 
noon Secretary Taft cabled Gen. Wood, com- 
manding the military division in the Philip- 
pines, that he was to be reinforced in order 
that he might always have a strong detach- 
ment in readiness to proceed without delay to 
China in case American interests should be 
menaced, Two regiments of infantry and two 
batteries of fleld artillery are going from 
the United States at once and should reach 
Manila by March 1. 

The administration does not anticipate an 
uprising before that date, but as an official 
said today, it is utterly impossible to predict 
when the Chinese may attack the foreigners. 
The ony thing to do, he said, was to be 
ready, and this is the view of the president 
and the entire cabinet. 


American Troops Fifty Hours Away. 

The troops at Manila will be within fifty 
hours of Chinese territory, and if it should 
prove necessary to land a force in the south- 
ern part of the empire there will not be-th¢ 
long delay which would enable the Chinese 
to prepare for desperate resistance. 

Should it prove necessary again to occupy 
Peking a different situation than that which 
has existed in the past would be created, as 
China has gathered in the province of Chi Li, 
wherein Peking is situated, a strong force of 
foreign drilled troops which have been ma- 
neuvering for the special purpose of adcpting 
the best strategic plans for the protection of 
the imperial city. 

The action of the administration in sending 
troops to the Philippines for service in China 
has led to preparation by congress in case 
conditions should require military operations. 

It would be comparatively an easy matter to 
occupy and hold Canton, for example. But 
the general staff here asks, What would be 
gained thereby? The Chinese government 
could go on without reference to what was 
occurring in this far off section of its terrt- 
tory. 

If troops were sent to some seat in the 
populous valley of Yangtse Kiang still 
the government at Peking would not be af- 
fected vitally. So from the pcint of view of 
the general staff the reoccupation of Peking 
‘must be the objective of any plan of cam- 
paign adopted in a war with China. 

This is not entirely the view of the diplo- 
matic representatives of European govern- 
ments here. They point out that awakened 
China would resent the occupation of any 
part of its territory, but particularly the old 
Chinese capital, Mankin, which is on the 
Yanktse Kiang river. 


America Has Been Too Lenient. 

One diplomat said today that the United 
States should send its battleships up the 
Yangtse Kiang for the purpoge of protect- 
ing that stream. Forts along the river are 
equipped with modern rifles, which properly 
handled could do splendid execution, but in 
the hands of the Chinese gunners it is not 
believed that they would be able to do ef- 
fective work. On the other hand, they would 
afford excellent target practice for the 
American ships. 

„The United States has made the mis- 
take, continued this diplomat, of being 
too lenient with the Chinese and they have 
interpreted your policy as due entirely to 
weakness. Suppose the United States had 
suffered the indignities Which have been 
heaped upon China. Suppose the city of 
Washington were garrisoned by detachments 
of troops belonging to China, Corea, Siam, 
which were strong nations, and Japan. Sup- 
pose Siam were to withdraw its troops. 
Would not the American people interpret 
this action as caused by a feeling of weak- 
ness and would they not say: ‘ Well, here 
is one nation we can treat as it deserves 
and we will do it.’ 

Here you have the attitude of China in 
a nutshell. The experience of the western 
world with China has shown that only the 
policy of force creates respect in the Chinese 
mind. In order to eafeguard foreigners and 
their property it will be necessary for the 
modern powers to resume what is known 
as the gunboat policy, but fn this case bat- 
tleships must be substituted for gunboats.” 


Chinese Government Is Weak. 

The situation is further complicated by the 
recognized weakness of the Chinese govern- 
ment. The change which has occurred in 
the Chinese people has not tended to strength- 
en the position of the throne. If the govern- 
ment should be pressed too far it will have 
to resist or else be overthrown.

Dr. Edwin J. Kuh Advises the Children 


of Israel to Intermarry with 
Christian Families.

Intermarriage with Christians and a gen- 
eral reform in the Jewish race were urged 
yesterday by Dr. Edwin J. Kuh, a prominent 
Jewish physician, in an address to the Chi- 
cago Woman’s Aid society in Sinai temple, 
as necessary to the removal of anti-Semitic 
race prejudice in America. At his request 
the meeting was held behind closed doors. 

I want to have a little heart-to-heart talk 
with the ‘women this afternoon,” he sald,

The chief causes assigned by Dr. Kuh for | i 


the existence of prejudice against Jews in this 
country are unjustifiabie devotion of Jewsto 
members of their own race, an inordinate 
love for display, and a tendency toward vul- 
garity and loudness in social conduct. 

Several of the club members discussed Dr. 
Kuh's views vigorously. Mrs. Charles Haas 
‘strongly opposed them. 

Ot course race prejudice would be re- 
moved if we all nfarried outside and became 
Christians,“ she said. Many such mar- 
riages are happy, but the natural supposition 
is that the most happiness will come within 
one’s own race. 

** As for the love of display, that is a ten- 
dency of the timé, and there’s no reason 
why Jews should be expected to be immune 
to it any more than any other race.“

YALE PRESIDENT INDORSES RE- 
FORM IN FOOTBALL. 


Educator, Speaking at Dinner Given 
by Alumni, Says,Game Needs More 
Sunlight to Make Trickiness Im- 

possible and Declares Brutality Is 

Not the Foe of the Sport—Hopes te 
See University’s Revenue Increased 
to Adequate Figure.

Football reform, including the introduction 
of a more open style of play, was indorsed by 
President Arthur T. Hadley of Yale univer- 
sity at the annual luncheon given him by 
the Yale club of Chicago at the Grand Pacific 
hotel yesterday noon. Some 128 alumni, with 
a sprinkling of undergraduates home for the 
holidays, were present to applaud his numer- 
ous references to the Lale spirit,“ Preston 
Kummler, as choragus,“ led the singing 
and cheering which interrupted every course. 

After relating the changes which had taken 
place on the New Haven campus during the 
last year, President Hadley touched on foot- 
ball reform. "a : 

“The newspapers have had a great deal 
to say about the ‘system’ that wins games 
for Tale,“ he said, but I am inclined to think 
it is something more than a ‘system.’ It is 
the Yale spirit. [Enthusiastic applause.) I 
was delighted to see it cropping out down at 
Baltimore this summer, where at a confer- 
ence of four great scientific bodies, Yale cap- 
tured one presidency and two vice presiden- 
cies against all the other institutions in the 
country. 


Time for Football Reform. 


But Ddo think the time has come for foot- 
ball reform: I want to seea more open style 
of play. It is not because I think the open 
game is more interesting—we have all seen 
games where the close formations furnished 
all the excitement we needed [Laughter]— 
but beeause I want to see more sunlight let 
in upon that little group of men on the grid- 


ron. 

Football's greatest evil is na its brutal - 
ity, but the trickery and muckerism encour- 
aged by the close formations. Let in public- 
ity so that muckerism must go. It will help 
football just as it has helped the insurance 
business and civic life.“ 


Hopes for Increased Revenue. 

Turning to administrative matters, he de- 
clared that Yale professors might hope to 
find themselves ‘‘in comfortable circum-

Prosecutor Barbour Will Ask Death

A vote on the proposition to double the com- 
mission rate on grains and provisions and 
require all business to be done on a brokerage 
basis will be forced as the result of a petl- 
tion signed by 100 members for an amend- 
ment to the rules which was presented to 
the directors yesterday. The original peti- 
tion, presented last fall, was denied on the 
theory that the cotperation of other ex- 
changes was necessary. The New York pro- 
duce exchange was willing, but those of 
Kansas City, St. Louis, and Minneapolis 
were not. The matter was referred to a 
committee, but a number of members who 
believe the Chicago board is big enough to 
paddle its own canoe in the matter, tired of 
waiting for the committee and decided to 
force a vote. Under the rules the second 
petition had to be granted, and the amend- 
ment will be posted today for ballot in the 
near future. The amendment was also re- 
ferred to the legal advice committee to re- 
port on the legality of its form. ’ 


The committee on insolvencies at yester- 
day’s meeting of the directors preferred 
charges against the members of the firm of 
Fyffe-Manson, which suspended last sum- 
mer, and subsequently settled with most of 
its creditors for 25 cents on the dollar. 
Overtrading by members of the firm is 
said to be the substance of the charge. The 
trial was postponed to Jan. 30, as were pend- 
ing charges by individual members against 
the same house.

S. B. Chapin returned from New York and 
had the following to say concerning the 
market: 

“We have experienced a powerful stock 
market in the last few months, and one hears 
extravagant predictions as to what price this 
or that stock will sell at before the bull move- 
ment is over. For instance, you hear Union 
Pacific is slated for 175, Steel common 60, 
Smelters common 200, Reading 160, and so 
on. The copper stocks are also now being 
praised to the sky as to their worth, and 
speculation has become wild, especially in 
some of these new properties. 

The great prosperity throughout the 
whole country, together with the marvelous 
weather we have had, which has permitted 
almost every outdoor work to go steadily 
on uninterrupted, has kept money employed 
instead of it being sent to New York as ordi- 
narily would have been the case had these 
conditions not prevailed. Money which has 
been drawn from New York banks for use 
in moving the crops this fall has been slow 
in getting back there again, and this accounts 
for the high-interest rates for call money. 
The great bulk of the stocks have been car- 
ried by New Yorkers, and they have made 
the largest profits on this recent rise in 
values. 

It looks to me as if a good many special- 
ties in which the pools are interested would 
be put higher, but personally I believe it is 
time to be conservative.”’
